The question of Christian minorities 

in Asis Minor in connection with the 
Treaty of Sevres is receiving a ‘gbod 
deal of thought and discussion at 
home, and’ thongh it is not “clear to all 
of us what attitade we should adopt, 
it is useful to read the appeal of the 
Patriarch of Constantinople. One has 
learnt long ago that a decidéd mind 
should not’ te made at a. distance, 
merely on the strength of 
telegrams and newspaper’ articles, 
yet the quection before us as 
Christians is serious enough to demand 
an investigation as thorough ss we 
can make it at'a distance. The 
Patriarch, writing to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. says: “At. moment 
when Ministers of great victorious 
Powers arc deciding in Paris evacau- 
tion tetritories Asia Minor, the emell of 
burning bodies of women and children 
comes a us from Pontus as warning 
of what, is waiting the Christians of 
this region toa after" redrawal of 
Hellenic Army protecting them. 
The new report from Pontus 
states literally what followa:—On 
order of Osman Agha Mayor 
Kerassunde, and Kemalist Milit- 
ary Commander Littoral, Pontas, 
twenty Greek villages of region 
Kerassuride, were exterminated by 
fire February .25. Four other big 
villagee—Beialao, Potaz, Tepekeny 
and Kiavourbiki—were also burned 
March 1; Inhabitants consisting only 
of wemen and children, previously 
enclorell in houses, ave ptrished com 
pletely tp Hames, “No more Christian 
remains in thoce localities. Dear 
Brother. in Christ, strengthen us 
throagh your prayers to Almighty ‘in 
our indescribable affiction, and pray 
that faith of Christians who are still 
alive in Anatolia may net disappear. 
We feel now more than ever need of 
consolation.” 

The Bishop of Southwark. writing 
on the eame subject says :—‘' From 
some highly infuentia!l quarters there | 83 
comes the demand that the Treaty of 
Sevres should be modified in favour 
of the Turk. This is urged very 
largely on the groond that this 
will Iay fo reat the anzieties and 
turmoil of our Mohammedan subjects 
in India and elsewhere.” Tf this pro 
posal involves handing back Gi the 
Turk the Christian races which were 
so cruelly treated under Ottoman 
rale,.it ought to meet with the mcet 
vehement opposition. The massacre 
of Armenians was one of the most 
hideous crimes of the war, It would 
be infamous to deliver to the mercy 
of the Turks the remnant who have 
so far escaped from their fury. I¢ 
woul. be a cruel and wicked be. 
trayal. It would be the fisgrant 
Genial of all that Christianity stands 
for. We can assure our Mohammedan 
subjects ‘of our fair dealing towards" 


them in other ways than by this 


cynical ler “of our fellow- 
Christians ‘to the brutality and 
savagery of the Turk.”
